ANNUAL  REPORT 
1965 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

There  are  over  a thousand  elderly  people  living  in  the  Rural  District 
of  Pontypool  today  i.e.  men  and  women  over  the  present  pension  age  of  65  and 
60  years  respectively.  The  number  has  more  or  less  doubled  in  the  last 
half-century  and  it  is  reasonable  to  expect  that  the  present  upward  trend 
will  continue  over  the  next  twenty  years.  This  remarkable  shift  in  the  age 
pattern  of  our  population,  both  locally  and  nationally,  presents  new  problems 
to  those  interested  in  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  community. 

Many  of  the  pensioners  enjoy  better  health  than  their  predecessors  due 
to  advances  in  medical  science  and  improved  social  services.  Increasing 
numbers  have  spent  less  hours  at  strenuous  work  than  did  their  forefathers 
and  are  therefore  patentially  more  active.  Fortunately  some  of  them  are 
adequately  housed  and  able  to  look  after  themselves  on  retirement.  Others 
can  do  so  with  help  from  the  family  or  various  local  authority  and  voluntary 
services.  On  the  other  hand,  many  of  them  are  living  in  accommodation  that 
has  become  unsuited  to  their  needs  for  one  reason  or  another.  Although 
residential  houses  for  the  aged  will  certainly  be  needed  for  as  long  as  we 
can  see  and  probably  for  increasing  numbers  of  old  people,  the  great  majority 
of  the  elderly  are  able  to  live  in  their  own  homes.  This  Council  appreciates 
the  need  to  help  the  elderly  to  do  so,  the  emphasis  having  changed  from 
institutional  to  community  care. 

By  1965>  a number  of  pensioners  had  already  enjoyed  several  years  in 
bungalows  or  flats  provided  by  this  Council  or  the  Cwmbran  Development 
Corporation  e.g,  at  Croesyceiliog  and  Llanyrafon.  Then  during  this  year 
considerable  thought  was  given  to  the  planning  and  building  of  further 
accommodation  for  the  elderly  throughout  the  district  but  concentrating  on 
Croesyceiliog,  Ponthir  and  Goytre.  At  the  same  time  a few  of  the  older 
houses  in  the  district  have  been  gradually  adopted  (with  the  aid  of  the  County 
Welfare  Department)  to  suit  particular  needs. 

There  will  be  a growing  need  for  special  accommodation  for  the  elderly 
because,  as  we  all  know,  old  age  does  not  come  alone.  For  instance,  the 
metabolism  of  the  body  in  old  age  will  not  allow  any  drastic  drop  in 
temperature  hence  the  need  for  an  adequate  even  temperature  in  all  rooms  - 
the  poor  climate  in  a British  bathroom  is  a common  experience.  We  also 
know  that  the  elderly  cannot  accommodate  to  sudden  changes  in  illuminat ion 
hence  the  need  for  full  lighting  and  especially  where  there  are  stairs  and 
staircases.  Window  height  is  very  important  particularly  if  disabled  and 
housebound.  The  elderly  are  accident-prone  therefore  flooring  deserves 
careful  consideration  and  whatever  material  chosen  it  should  be  non-slip. 
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Similarly,  toilets  and  baths  should  be  provided  with  ha.nri  rails  and,  preferably, 
If  Vs  should  not  be  more  than  5 feet  in  length.  In  other  words,  housing 
particularly  for  the  aged  demands  a preventive  rather  than  a casualty  ap^roaca, 
if  the  problems  and  difficulties  too  often  experienced  by  the  elderly  are  to 

be  overcome. 


The  infectious  diseases,  which  were  responsible  for  the  greater  proportion 
of  deaths  in  the  past,  have  yielded  place  in  mortality  tables  to  the  diseases 
associated  with  later  age-groups.  More  and  more  old  people .die .each  year 
from  circulatory  diseases  and  cancer  of  all  types.  Other  disabilities  tend 
to  increase  with  advancing  years.  Vision  begins  to  fail,  until  after  o.  years 
of  age,  only  about  one  in  twenty  people  can  read  without  glasses.  Hearing 
becomes  less  acute.  Giddiness  is  common  and  a large  majority  of  falls  occur 
after  the  age  of  65  years.  While  many  of  these  conditions  cannot  be  wholly 
prevented  their  onset  can  be  delayed.  Periodical  medical  examinations  at 
geriatric  clinics  could  and  would  contribute  greatly  towards  a healthy  and 
happy  retirement.  We  all  know  that  infant  welfare  clinics  have  played  an  . 
appreciable  part  in  improving  the  health  and  well-being  of  the  young,  so  it  is 
reasonable  to  expect  similar  positive  results  in  the  promotion  of  a 

healthy  old  age.  We  are  also  increasingly  aware  of  the  problems  associated 
with  leisure.  In  the  past,  people  either  worked  until  they  dropped  or  were 
overcome  by  chronic  ill-health.  Today,  more  and  more  are  forced  to  retire  at 
a fixed  age.  At  the  same  time,  their  working  days  have  gradually  become 
shorter  and  their  leisure  time  longer.  Unfortunately,  most  people  are,  as 
yet,  ill-prepared  for  this  increase  in  leisure  time.  How  many  of  us  are 
dependent  on  mass  media  for  our  sole  means  of  entertainment?  ihe  proper 
use  of  leisure  could  profitably  be  included  in  the  health  education  programme 
of  a geriatric  clinic. 


This  Council  also  continues  to  devote  much  time  and  energy  in  consideration 
discussion  and  planning  for  the  needs  of  the  population  in  general.  In  19°5 
it  was  decided  to  have 


(a)  55  houses  at  Capel  Ed  Estate,  Goytre,  these  to  include  6 bungalows 
for  the  physically  handicapped. 

(b)  24  old  age  pensioner  flats  at  Croesyceiliog  - 15  single  and  8 double 
flatlets  plus  a warden's  flat  and  garage. 

and 

(c)  29  units  at  Ponthir  of  which  5 two-bedroomed  houses,  8 one-bedroomed 
houses  were  completed  in  1965* 

The  building  of  the  village  hall  at  Ponthir  was  started  and  this  is  to 
include  a well -furnished  day  room  for  local  pensioners. 


It  is  hoped  that  this  building  programme  will  provide  homes  for 
most  of  those  on  our  housing  waiting  list  particularly  families  still  living 
in.  slum  properties  and  those  in  overcrowded  conditions  as  well  as  the  aged. 
Many  of  them  will  be  offered  a decent  modern  home  complete  with  bath  etc., 
possibly  for  the  first  time  in  their  lives. 

When  houses  are  built  it  is  necessary  to  plan  and  provide  ancilliary  but 
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nevertheless,  equally  essential  services.  There  must  be  an  available 
t'^lply  of  pure  and  wholesome  \?ater  not  only  to  meet  the  demands  of  new  and 
old  houses  but  also  our  modern  way  of  life.  Being  a rural  district,  there 
is  comparatively  little  industry  to  increase  the  demand.  So  far  our  water 
supply  has  been  provided  by  the  Pontypool  and  District  Water  Company  and  the 
Newport  and  South  Mon.  Water  Board.  In  19&5  the  initial  steps  were  taken  by 
this  Council  to  provide  water  mains 

(a)  in  the  Croesyceiliog  North  Eastern  area. 

(b)  for  Usk  to  Llantrissent  and 

(c)  for  Sluvad  - Coedypaen  - Llangibby  area. 

In  any  rural  district  there  are  many  private  water  supplies.  These 
as  well  as  our  public  water  supplies  are  regularly  sampled  and  investigated. 

There  must  also  be  a satisfactory  means  of  sewage  disposal.  The  methods 
used  are  varied  in  a rural  district  and  it  is  often  a problem  to  obtain  a 
suitable  effluent.  Refuse  disposal  also  presents  its  own  particular 
problems  e,g.  the  frequency  of  collection,  the  availability  of  tipping  ground 
and  the  observance  of  controlled  tipping. 

These  and  other  services,  provided  by  the  local  authority  and  requiring 
constant  vigilance  and  action  from  the  officials,  form  an  essential  part  of 
our  physical  environment.  Whatever  the  pattern  of  disease,  a good  physical 
environment  will  always  be  conducive  to  optimum  health.

During  the  year  75  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  improvement  grants. 
It  is  often  neGessary  to  meet  owners,  Architects  and  Builders  even  prior  to  any 
formal  application  being  submitted  for  consideration  by  the  Council. 

Subsequent  inspections  are  made  to  check  the  plans  and  specifications  and  to  see 
if  the  property  is  suitable  for  improvement. 

During  the  year  the  Standard  Grant  maximum  has  been  raised  to  £350*  This 
increased  figure  applies  when  cold  water  supply  in  being  provided,  a bathroom 
extension  or  new  drainage  system  is  necessary. 

I believe  that  if  owners  would  take  advantage  of  this  assistance  there 
would  be  a welcome  rising  of  the  general  level  of  the  older  housing  accommodation. 

The  Council  approved  during  the  year  4 discretionary  grants , and  7 standard 

grants .

WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  liaison  between  the  department  and  the  two  bulk  water  supplying 
authorities  is  very  good,  and  I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
Officers  concerned. 

(a)  During  the  year  new  pumps  were  installed  to  sertee  the  Gwehelog  water 
scheme.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  pumps  were  operating  satisfactorily  but 
some  "teething"  troubles  were  being  experienced  with  the  electrical  control 
equipment . 

(b)  During  the  year  34  samples  of  treated  water  were  taken  and  7 of 
untreated  waters,  39  sample  results  were  satisfactory  and  2 unsatisfactory. 
The  2 unsatisfactory  results  were  from  private  supplies.  In  some  cases 
connection  to  the  mains  was  carried  out  and  in  others  technical  advice  was 
given  to  the  owners.  141  waste  v^ater  notices  were  served.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


Oa  weekly  collection  takes  place  in  the  urbanised  parts  of  the  district, 
whilst  in  the  more  rural  areas  a fortnightly  service  is  in  operation. 

Difficulty  is  being  experienced  in  getting  suitable  loaders.  Not  many 
Ben  like  this  type  of  work,  particularly  in  view  of  the  higher  pay  available 
elsewhere . 

During  the  year  a bonus  scheme  of  payment  was  brought  into  operation. 

The  scheme  which  was  approved  by  both  the  employers  and  employees  side  of 
the  appropriate  Joint  Committee,  provides  for  an  additional  payment  per  bin 
emptied  once  the  basic  target  figure  for  the  day  has  been  reached. 

The  scheme  is  workirg  satisfactorily. 

The  service  was  maintained  throughout  the  year  at  a high  level.  Very 
few  complaints  were  received  from  householders.

SEWERAGE 

The  sewerage  arrangements  for  the  New  Town  areas  of  Cr oesyceiliog  and 
Llanyrafon  are  adequate  at  present,  but  extensions  to  the  system  will  be  required 
to  deal  with  a proposed  development  in  the  north  eastern  section  of  the  area. 
Disposal  is  to  the  Eastern  Valley  Trunk  Sewer. 

Ponthir  Sewerage  system  is  adequate  for  present  needs  and  disposal  is 

to  the  Eastern  Valley  Sewage  Works. 

Little  Mill  sewerage  system  and  disposal  works  are  adequate 
Development  is  restricted  due  to  Planning  and  Ministry  restrictions. 

Penperlleni  Sewerage  system  is  adequate  at  present,  and  the  disposal 
works  have  been  extended  to  cope  with  additional  sewage  from  new  and  proposed 
development. 

The  village  of  Llantrissant  and  Llangibby  have  no  systems  at  present, 
but  investigations  are  in  progress  at  the  end  of  the  year,  with  a view  to 
future  provisions.  In  fact  the  scheme  for  Llangibby  is  in  an  advanced  stage
